Although tile president has offereu 
the governorship to Mr. Olney, word 
of Ills acceptance was being awaited, 
but frb rida of Mr. Olney were inclined 
to believe he would not decline. 
Two other names which, it is re­ 
ported, are to appear on the board, arc 
Harry A. Wheeler, vice president of 
the Union Trust company, of Chicago, 
and president of the National Assoria 
lion of Commerce, and W. G. P. Hard­ 
ing, of Birmingham, Ala. Mr. Wheeler 
Is a Republican, and it is understood 
that the president intends to have Fie 
beard a bipartisan one. 
Mr. Olney was offered the ambassa­ 
dorship to Great Britain by President 
Wilson early In t year, but expressed 
an unwillingness to leave the country 
on a* count of his business interests. 
He is being strongly urged by friends 
of the president lo accept the place 
whif h the president has spoken as of 
equal in importance to a pla* e on the 
bern Ii of tire supreme court of the 
United States.
